The incident hap- spotted from the shore- 
pened at 12.45pm on Ime and a 999 call 
prompted the launch of 
the lifeboat and two pilot 
boats by HM 
Coastguard. 

“The man, who was 
wearing a lifejacket, was 
spotted and picked up by 
the lifeboat a quarter of a 
mile from his kayak. It 
then picked up the kayak 
and returned to Barry 
harbour,” he said. 

“It is so important that 
when people partake in 
any maritime activity, 
that lifejackets are used. 
The water is still very 
cold and if the person 
had become uncon¬ 
scious, he could have 
drowned - the lifejacket 
gave the man a chance of 
being found alive.”

Couple were

A COUPLE were 
terrified in their 
Barry home when 
two people, one 
armed with a 
clawhammer, 
another with a 
cricket bat, burst in 
as they watched tel¬ 
evision. 

The man with the 
hammer, 18-year-old 
Danny Vaughan, of 
Barry, was sentenced 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court to 14 months in 
a young offender insti¬ 
tution, after pleading 
guilty to charges of 
affray and possessing 
an offensive weapon.

Vaughan and another 
man had invaded the 
house in search of 
someone who had 
“welshed” on a drugs 
deal.

They were furious 
and shouting: “W/icrc 
is he, where is hel” 

The person they 
wanted was not there, 
said Mr Thomas. 

One of the intruders 
then grabbed Ms 
Brannigan’s mobile 
phone and calmly left. 

The pair had no 
idea why the incident 


occurred and said: 
“We did nothing to 
deserve that.” 

Fortunately, Mr 
Evans recognised 
Vaughan from his 
schooldays. 

When arrested, he 
denied being involved 
and suggested an alibi. 

He said he had gone 
to that house the day 
before to buy “weed”. 

Vaughan’s counsel, 
David Purnell, said: 
“Before this, he had 
led a blameless exis¬ 
tence. 

“He comes from a 
good, supportive fami¬ 
ly, upon whom he has 
brought shame 

“He realises the 
effect of his offending 
and accepts he intimi¬ 
dated and terrified the 
couple. 

“The other person 
was the prime mover. 
He has learnt his les¬ 
son.”

‘Half truths and distortions' about Europe 

"Let’s deal with facts, 
not press propaganda’ 


S O the ‘little 
Englanders’ 
have started! I 
was waiting for RH 
Bradshaw, or one of 
the many other 
anti-Europeans, to 
respond to Vivien 
Pernas (The GEM, 
May 13). 

For too long we have 
been fed a diet of lies, 
half-truths and distor¬ 
tions by the right wing 
press in this country.

The only way we will 
make our voice heard in 
the future is as part of a 
powerful economic bloc, 
that just might be able to 
compete and protect our 
interests. 

I find it highly amus¬ 
ing that Mr Bradshaw 
accuses European insti¬ 
tutions of economic 
incompetence. 

Does he not read the 
reports of the Public 
Accounts committee that 
regularly lambast UK 
governments, of all 
shades, for the gross 
mismanagement of the 
taxes we pay? 

What is the difference 
between this and the 
EU? At least the EU tries 
to prepare an accounting 
for the money it spends; 


in this country, economic 
and fiscal incompetence 
is hidden behind a veil 
of secrecy.

THE new Mayor of 
Barry is inviting the

which was presented to 
the council when the last 
pit closed in 1992; the 
ceremonial mace; an 
original painting - 
‘Ereedom Elypast’ - 
donated by the RAE; 
photographs of previous 
Barry councils; and a set 
of imperial brass meas¬ 
ures made in 1887. 

Coun Kuhnell added: 
“There will also be the 


opportunity for people to 
handle some of the 
pieces.” 

The bardic chair is a 
particular favourite of 
councillors. It is a valu¬ 
able council heirloom. 

In 1920, when the 
National Eisteddfod was 
held in Barry, there was 
no designated winner of 
the chair, and so it 
remains with the town 


council. The four foot 
mace was donated to the 
town by the Earl of 
Plymouth in 1939. 

Many of the exhibits 
echo the town’s history. 
Two model ships - the 
Jedmoor and the Baron 
Dechmont - recall it’s 
proud maritime connec¬ 
tions. 

Coun Kuhnell is look¬ 
ing forward to his year in 
office, and has 
announced the good 
causes that will receive 
his backing. 

“I expect to be attend¬ 
ing an average of three 
events a week through 
the summer, but it tends 
to get busier in the 
autumn. 

“The two charities I 
have decided to support 
this year are Barry 
Beavers Disabled 

Swimmers’ Club and 
Barry Ladies Choir. 

“The former does 
great work in children’s 
activity and the choir is 
one of the town’s great 
local organisations.”

WORK STARTS ON £lm 
LEARNING CENTRE 


BUILDING work is 
starting on a £1 mil¬ 
lion centre at 
Aberthaw Power 
Station - where 
children and adults 
can learn about 
energy and its 
impact on the envi¬ 
ronment. 

The centre, to be 
called ACE2 (Aberthaw 
Centre for Energy and 
Environment), will be 


opened later this year 
and will provide an 
important new resource 
for schools and commu¬ 
nity groups in South 
Wales. 

RWE npower, owner 
of Aberthaw Power 
Station, commissioned 
the building, which has 
been designed by civil 
engineering firm Jones 
Bros of Ruthin, 
Denbighshire, using 
local South Wales archi¬ 
tects Loyn & Co. Jones 


Bros will also construct 
it using environmentally 
sound methods. 

A two-metre high 
bank of Pulverised Enel 
Ash from the power sta¬ 
tion is being recycled to 
provide material for the 
foundations and Eurnace 
Bottom Ash from the 
power station will be 
used to construct the 
centre’s car park. 

Once constructed, the 
building will be insulat¬ 
ed with recycled paper-

ST ATHAN MAN’S 
MARATHON CYCLE 
RIDE FOR HIS WIFE 


A St Athan man has completed 
an epic 515 mile cycle chal¬ 
lenge - and all for the love of 
his wife! 

Nick Wager, a sergeant at MoD St 
Athan, wanted to support his wife 
Melanie, who is a kidney patient at the 
University Hospital of Cardiff. 

So Nick decided to tackle a five day 
marathon cycle, in which he visited all 
of the 14 dialysis units in Wales, to 
raise money for one of the country’s 
most deserving causes. 

Nick, who began the ride in 
Llantrisant and ended it in Cardiff on 
June 5, explained: “Every penny is 
important for Kidney Wales, but I feel 
it is also important to raise awareness. 
Joining the Organ Donor Register 
could make such a difference to some¬ 
one like my wife, by giving her anoth¬ 
er chance of life. 

“The first day was difficult to plan 
heading west from Llantrisant because 
I couldn’t go on the M4. When I hit the 
hills in Carmarthen, I learned to love 
them - it gave the ride some variety! 

“On the next day, I was looking for¬ 
ward to seeing Pembrokeshire 
National Park, but there was reduced 
visibility. 

“The comedian Eddie Izzard recent¬ 
ly did walking marathons day after 
day, and said you get used to it. That’s 
true, the body gets accustomed to the 
physical side of it. 

“It wasn’t a race, it was a test of 
endurance and I kept up an average 
speed of 15mph.” 

The couple went round Wales in a 
clockwise direction taking in 
Haverfordwest, Aberystwyth, 

Porthmadog, Bangor and Wrexham, 
before heading homeward. 

During the trip Melanie, who acted 
as a roadie and masseuse in the cou¬ 
ple’s VW campervan, had a dialysis

cycling and Melanie acting as 
roadie. 

session in Bodelwyddan. 

Melanie has lived with renal failure 
for the past 22 years and has been wait¬ 
ing for her third kidney transplant for 
the past five years. 

Unlike most people suffering with 
renal failure, Melanie is able to dialyse 
at home. This is only possible with the 
support of her husband Nick, who jug¬ 
gles a full time service career with car¬ 
ing for her. 

Melanie said: “Nick has supported 
me through thick and thin. However, I 
live in hope that tomorrow might be 
the day my phone rings calling me to 
the hospital. 

“Tomorrow might be the day I stop 
monitoring every mouthful I eat and 
every millilitre I drink!” 

Melanie longs for the day when she 
isn’t dependent on a machine to keep 
her alive. “Tomorrow might be the day 
my husband stops being my carer and 
goes back to being my partner.”

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Resident’s 
theory of flood 
prevention 
at cemetery 


A BARRY resident 
says the town coun¬ 
cil should consider 
building ‘gravel- 
filled trenches’ at 
the cemetery to pre¬ 
vent flooding, 
rather than quadru¬ 
pling the size of the 
ornamental pond. 

Bryn Evans lives with¬ 
in a stone’s throw of the 
cemetery and several 
members of his family 
are buried there. 

He told The GEM that 
he was concerned about 
the cost of increasing the 
size of the pond when 
there might be a simpler 
alternative. 

He explained: “When 
I saw The GEM on May 
20, I could not believe 
what I was reading. 

“An architect and con¬ 
sultant addressed the 
amenities committee 
meeting and gave a pres¬ 
entation on the proposed 
drainage system in the 
new extension of the 
cemetery, and were pro¬ 
posing that the pond be 
enlarged by four times 
the current capacity. 

“I would like to ask

what this mudhole has 
cost the taxpayers so 
far?” 

In the story on May 
20, Coun Shirley Hodges 
had explained that the 
idea of the pond was to 
encourage biodiversity 
and wildlife, and that by 
enlargening the pond to 
four times the size, it 
would allow excess 
water to flow into the 
drainage system at the 
same rate as before. 

Mr Evans claims that 
the cemetery is full of 
wildlife anyway, and that 


there is a better method 
of dealing with flooding. 

“If the Victorian sew¬ 
erage system was updat¬ 
ed by Welsh Water, and a 
series of ‘soakaways’ 
were constructed using 
the natural lie of the land, 
it would end the problem 
once and for all.” 

Mr Evans suggests a 
series of ‘gravel-filled 
trenches’ running down 
the roadways - which 
could “even end in the 
so-called ornamental bio¬ 
diversity pond”.

Council 
replies to 
collection 
complaint 

THE Vale Council has respond¬ 
ed to a letter in last week’s 
GEM, after a Boverton woman 
complained that her black rub¬ 
bish bags had been opened, 
inspected, and then left behind! 

Mrs Evans, who told The GEM that 
she was a keen recycler, said that tele¬ 
phone calls to the Vale Council refuse 
collection service had not given her an 
answer as to what happened. 

A response from the Vale Council 
reached The GEM just after our dead¬ 
line. 

Clifford Parish, operational manag¬ 
er for waste management and cleans¬ 
ing, wanted to reassure Mrs Evans, 
although he was unable to clear up the 
puzzle. 

He said: “It is sometimes necessary 
to investigate the contents of house¬ 
holders’ black bags where they have 
been placed out inappropriately - or 
are deemed too heavy, or appear to 
contain waste such as that from house¬ 
hold repair or improvement. 

“However, we have no record of any 
black bin bags within Boverton being 
inspected by either our enforcement 
officers, or our collection crews at this 
time. 

“I am, therefore, unable to provide 
the resident with any explanation as to 
why their refuse bags were opened. 

“Unfortunately, there are various 
reasons why missed collections occur 
and, although this doesn’t happen very 
often, we understand how frustrating 
this can be for the residents concerned. 

“When a missed collection is 
reported to us, it is our normal practice 
to collect any bags left out on the street 
within 24 hours of the service request 
being received. ”

Local woman set to be a 
‘Shining symbol’ of 
the fight against cancer 



A woman who had 
a terrifying brush 
with cancer at just 
18 years of age, has 
been picked to be a 
“shining symbol” of 
the fight against the 
disease. 

As part of the run-up 
to a massive fundraising 
day later this year, 
Louise Day was set to 
watch as her image was 
beamed onto Cardiff 
City Hall last night - at 
least 50 ft tall! 

Louise Day, who is 
now 34, launched the 
countdown to Cancer 
Research UK’s first 
night-time walking 
marathon in Wales 
called ‘Shine’. 

Her picture was pro¬ 
jected onto the side of 
the civic building when 
darkness fell (after The 
GEM went to press). 

The ‘Shine’ event is 
open to all men and 
women aged over 13 and 
entrants can choose to 
walk either a 26 or 13- 
mile route. It is hoped 
that 5,000 men and 
women will sign-up to 
raise more than £lm to 
fund research into the 
disease. 

Taking place on 
Saturday September 25, 
Shine will see the city of 
Cardiff illuminated as 
people take to the streets 
in an “inspirational pro¬ 
cession of light”, setting 
off from Cardiff 
International Arena past 
the Millennium 

Stadium, Llandaff 


Cathedral, Cardiff 
Castle and through 
Cardiff Bay - all of 
which will be spectacu¬ 
larly lit up. 

Louise’s picture will 
be beamed onto City 
Hall in Cathays Park, 
along with the images of 
11 other ‘shining lights’ 
from across Wales - 
men, women and chil¬ 
dren whose lives have 
been touched by differ¬ 
ent cancers. 

Louise, who lives in 
Porthcawl, was diag¬ 
nosed with skin cancer 
when she was aged 18, 
after a small wart-like 
spot appeared on her 
calf. 

Her parents persuad¬ 
ed her to see her GP and 
she did eventually book 
an appointment to have 
it checked out 

Louise, who now 
works in publishing as 
an art editor, explained: 
“At the appointment I 


was told it wasn’t much 
to worry about, but that I 
could have it removed. 

“Partly out of vanity, I 
wanted to go ahead with 
it, and so I had the 
growth removed at the 
GP surgery. 

“I had the shock of 
my life, when my doctor 
showed up at my house 
two weeks later with my 
notes in his hands. 

“I was told I had 
malignant melanoma, 
the most serious form of 
skin cancer, and he used 
my phone to call the 
hospital so I could have 
emergency surgery. 

“At the age of 18, I 
had no idea what malig¬ 
nant melanoma was. I 
wasn’t really an adult 
and it wasn’t something 
I could talk about easily 
with anyone, as no one 
else knew what it was 
either.” 

Louise added: “After 
the operation at the 


Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend to 
remove a larger area, I 
had to wait a couple of 
weeks to find out that 
everything had been 
removed and that it had¬ 
n’t spread. 

“Being diagnosed 
with cancer as a teenag¬ 
er was such a shock, you 
have different worries to 
your friends and you can 
feel so alone. 

“It was a life chang¬ 
ing experience.” 

She added: “I was 
certainly not a sun-wor¬ 
shipper, but I had used a 
sun bed once, and wish I 
hadn’t. The important 
thing is that anyone who 
is worried about a 
change in their body 
should go and get it 
checked out; it’s incredi¬ 
bly important that we act 
upon these changes.” 

Carly Gibbs, Cancer 
Research UK Shine 
Event Manager, said: 
“Louise Day is a true 
shining light and we are 
thrilled that her story is 
helping to put the spot¬ 
light on Shine. 

“While Shine is one 
event for thousands of 
people, participants can 
choose the length of 
their route and which 
cancer to fundraise for 
so that their Shine expe¬ 
rience can be unique to 
them.”

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VALE AMBULANCE 
DELAYS: It’s time for 
a root and branch review 


T he gem has long 
reported ambu¬ 
lance delays across 
the Vale of Glamorgan, 
particularly in western 
parts of the constituency, 
and since being elected I 
have received a number 
of calls that have caused 
me to investigate further. 

It is fair to say that errors 
can be made once in a while, 
but I have heard of so many 
problems that I have written 
to the Health minister asking 
her to investigate the whole 
process from the time of ini¬ 
tial contact through to trans¬ 
fer to the ward. 

One case quoted a seven- 
hour wait; another patient 
was personally involved on 
three different occasions with 
needless delays - and in a dif¬ 
ferent case, a neighbour, who 
was fortunately a nurse, had 
to intervene. 

Clearly, there is a pattern 
of error and mismanagement 
that could be putting lives at 
risk 

Some time ago, I spent a 
night observing ambulance 
drivers and paramedics in 
operation. It was a fascinat¬ 
ing experience and I was 
^^mazed at the range of calls.

I was surprised by the num¬ 
ber of ‘timewasters’ calling 
an ambulance without rea¬ 
son, and distances ambu¬ 
lances travel. 

It was obvious to me that 
paramedics and drivers were 
playing their full part in try¬ 
ing circumstances. 

It was alarming to note 
how long they were forced to 
wait at Accident and 
Emergency in Cardiff. 

The reason for delays at A 
and E was targets. The hos¬ 
pital must ‘deal’ with a 


patient within a specified 
time and the clock doesn’t 
start ticking until they enter 
the hospital. 

Waiting in the ambulance 
doesn’t count as part of the 
delay, but the impact is wide- 
ranging; it ties up the ambu¬ 
lances on site - nor is it the 
best clinical option for the 
patient. 

Staff and the ambulance 
service become frustrated 
and people needing their 
services are left waiting. 

I have now spoken to nurs¬ 
ing staff who work at A and 
E. They advise me that they 
are over stretched and on 
some occasions they are left 
without hospital porters. 

As a result, patients are 
being kept at A and E need¬ 
lessly. I am told that bed 
shortages also have an 
impact. 

Therefore, prompted by a 
constituent, there is a strong 
need to review the whole 
process. 

It is only the Minister that 
can bring the ambulance 
service and the hospital man¬ 
agers together to ensure 
swift, efficient transfer. 

A short delay at one end 
can have significant conse¬ 
quences elsewhere. This can- 
not continue. ^ 


MP raises test 
centre closure 
with minister 


VALE MP Alun 
Cairns says he has 
raised the closure of 
the driving test cen¬ 
tre in Barry with 
the new transport 
minister. 

Mr Cairns has written 
to Mike Penning, parlia¬ 
mentary under secretary 
of state for transport 
whose remit includes the 
test centres, urging him 
to look again at the deci¬ 
sion to close the centre 
last March. 

“Barry is the largest 
town in Wales and yet 
has lost its driving test 
centre, while other towns 


with lower populations 
have kept theirs. The 
decision impacted upon a 
wide area of the Vale. 

“As we predicted, the 
closure has caused major 
problems for local driv¬ 
ing instructors, who now 
have to take learners to 
either Bridgend or 
Cardiff for practice 
before taking their tests. 

“This means that half 
the lesson or more is 
wasted in travelling to 
and from the Vale. 
Learners are having to 
take double lessons and 
that’s increased the cost 
for them,” Mr Cairns 
added.

Benefits of filming in the 
Vale outweigh drawbacks 

- SAYS LATEST COUNCIL REPORT 


A RECENT report 
to the Vale Council 
cabinet has come 
out strongly in 
favour of encourag¬ 
ing film crews to 
come to the area. 

The success in recent 
years of shows such as 
Doctor Who, Gavin and 
Stacey and Torchwood 
has increased the num¬ 
ber of film crews using 
the coastline, country¬ 
side, or villages and 
towns in the Vale. 

However, there have 
been some complaints 
about disruption caused 
by filming, so the coun¬ 
cil cabinet asked for a 
report on the issue, and 
this was presented by the 
cabinet member for 
tourism and leisure, 
Coun Anthony Ernest. 

The council was also 
looking at updating the 
charges it makes to film¬ 
makers. 

The report said: 
“Having a major film, 
series or TV feature 
filmed in the Vale can 
help raise the profile of 
the area and provide 
valuable publicity, esti¬ 
mated at £65k per 
minute of off peak TV 
coverage. 

“In addition to this, 
production companies 
staying for a period of 
time generate thousands 
of pounds for the local

economy, as well as 
income for the local 
authority by way of 
filming fees. Reference 
is made to filming in the 
draft Tourism Strategy 
which has been the sub¬ 
ject of recent consulta¬ 
tion. 

However, the report 
acknowledges that there 
have been problems. It 
says: “Whilst on the 
whole, this increase in 
popularity with film 
companies has been wel¬ 
comed, with significant 
economic benefits 
realised from popular 
productions, such as 
Gavin and Stacey, there 
is very occasionally a 
negative side to such 
film production activi¬ 
ties in terms of neigh¬ 
bourhood disruption.” 

It says that the most 
popular areas for filming 
are land under the con¬ 
trol of either visible 
services (highways, 
coastal management and 
parks land) or economic 
development and leisure 
(country parks, Dyffryn 
Gardens, Heritage Coast 
and Hood Road Goods 


Shed site for example). 

The popularity of the 
Vale as a filming venue 
is increasing and this 
may be due, in part, to 
the promotion of south 
Wales by the Wales 
Screen Commission. 

The report continues: 
“Very few complaints 
are received from resi¬ 
dents in respect of film¬ 
ing activities. In recent 
years however there 
have been a number of 
complaints received 
from the leaseholder of 
the Cliff Top Restaurant, 
Penarth, concerning the 
parking of filming relat¬ 
ed equipment at the Cliff 
Top Car Park. 

“There have also been 
complaints from resi¬ 
dents living nearby 
about the operation of 
generators and vehicles 
during the late evening 
and early morning. 

“In addition, there 
have also been a number 
of complaints received 
about disruption caused 
by filming activities in 
Llantwit Major. 

“As this was a period 
production, this particu¬ 


lar filming also caused 
cleansing and highway 
problems, due to the 
materials that were used 
on the highway to mask 
highway markings.” 

However, the report 
concludes: “As the num¬ 
ber of complaints are 
relatively small, it is not 
recommended that the 
current system of offi¬ 
cers allowing requests 
subject to the appropri¬ 
ate conditions be 
changed.” 

Speaking after the 
meeting, Coun Anthony 
Ernest was pleased that 
the council will continue 
to encourage filming. 

He said; “It raises the 
profile of the Vale, and 
cast and crew use local 
hotels and guest houses, 
eat in local restaurants 
and contribute to the 
economy. 

“Some of the benefits 
are hard to quantify, but 
on the other hand, when 
you look at the number 
of people who have 
come to Barry because 
of Gavin and Stacey, 
then those benefits are 
obvious.”

Why Rhoose is such a great 
place to live - and what 
makes it unique in Wales! 


THE village of 
Rhoose could be 
said to have ‘come 
of age’ in the last 
few years. 

After all, how many 
small communities in 
Britain can claim to pro¬ 
vide vital facilities such 
as hotels and a railway 
station for an internation¬ 
al airport? 

The train station, 
which has provided a 
much-needed link for vil¬ 
lagers to travel to 
Cardiff, Barry and 
Bridgend, is celebrating 
the fifth anniversary of 
its reopening. 

One of the people who 
has witnessed the chang¬ 
ing face of the village at 


first hand is Coun Jeff 
James, who has served 
on the Vale Council for 
31 years, and served on 
Penmark and Rhoose 
community councils for a 
combined total of 14 
years. 

He said: “I think we 
were unfortunate that the 
station had been closed 
down in the Beeching 
era. 

“In fact, it was worse 
than closure - the station 
was torn down and the 
platforms, too. In 
Llantwit Major, the plat¬ 
forms were still there and 
just needed updating. 

“It meant Rhoose got 
two brand new platforms, 
and the day the station

was reopened was a his¬ 
toric day for the village. 

“We had a flypast of 
the Red Arrows, the 
Minister responsible, 
Andrew Davies, attended 
and youngsters from 
Rhws Primary School 
were there too.” 

Transport is one of 
Coun James’s passions - 
he is the chairman of 
SEWTA, the South East 
Wales Transport Alliance 
- and he is optimistic that 
the service on the Vale of 
Glamorgan line will see 
further improvements in 
years to come. 

“Currently, the service 


is hourly, but a £2million 
investment centred on 
improving Cogan junc¬ 
tion, which is a bottle¬ 
neck, should see a half 
hourly service by 2014.” 

But what of the shuttle 
service that runs from 
Rhoose Station to the air¬ 
port and is being axed? 

“I can say that there 
has been great progress 
in negotiations between 
the Vale Council, the 
Welsh Assembly and 
Cardiff Airport, and I’m 
optimistic there will be 
good news soon.” 

Coun James said the 
station was an important 
symbol for the communi¬ 
ty. “It recognised the 
importance of Rhoose to 
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the airport, and that it 
was a significant com¬ 
munity in the Vale.” 

The village is also host 
to high-tech industrial 
concerns, such as British 
Airways maintenance 
and Barry College 
International Centre for 
Aerospace Training. 

Coun James said that 
it was hardly surprising 
that Rhoose had grown 
so much in recent years, 
because it has so many 
things going for it, and 
has a unique geographi¬ 
cal claim to fame. 

“I think Rhoose has 
its own micro-climate! It 
is the most southerly vil¬ 
lage in Wales, and the 
beach is the most 
southerly point in Wales 
- weather systems don’t 
seem to be as severe in 
Rhoose. 

“We are lucky with 
our coast, the walks and 
the countryside. 

“We’ve also got local 
businesses and entrepre¬ 
neurs who know their 
customers and offer a 
very good service.” 

He added: “All these 
things make Rhoose a 
great place to live and 
work. ”

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THE BUZZ WORD IS BEES..! 



A t last, the 

seasonal sun¬ 
shine is 

bringing everything 
on - climbers need 
tying in , shrubs are 
sprouting new 
growth and 
seedlings are 
appearing, 
writes Hannah 
Stephenson 

But one of the most 
heartening aspects of 
spring is to hear the wel¬ 
coming sound of bees 
doing their important 
work in the garden. 

Perhaps we should all 
take a leaf out of Sarah 
Brown’s book. The for¬ 
mer Prime Minister’s 
wife installed two bam¬ 
boo bee boxes and a 
bumble bee house in the 
Downing Street garden, 
to give these beneficial 
insects somewhere safe 
to hibernate, while the 
gardeners at Number 10 
have planted bee-friend¬ 
ly borders. 

As regular readers of 
The gem’s ‘News From 
Fonmon Apiary ’ column 
will know, bee popula¬ 
tions in the UK are sadly 
declining. 

Bumblebees are major 
pollinators of most of 
our wildflowers and 
crops. If they continue to 


disappear the plants will 
set less seed, resulting in 
sweeping changes to the 
countryside, according 
to the Bumblebee 
Conservation Trust. 

So, we need to do our 
bit in our own gardens 
and it is relatively easy 
to create a bee-friendly 
border. Bees need flow¬ 
ers from spring to 
autumn, but they have to 
be the right types of 
flowers. 

Exotic, highly culti¬ 
vated hybrid varieties 
are often lacking in 
pollen, while many pop¬ 
ular summer bedding 
choices, including 
pelargoniums, busy 
lizzies and begonias, are 
also of little benefit to 
the bumblebee. 

Try growing cottage 
garden plants or wild¬ 
flowers rich in nectar, 
such as foxgloves, holly¬ 
hocks, lupins, lavender 
and catmint, verbascum, 
snapdragon and sedum, 
to attract them. 

Other great magnets 
for bees include thyme, 
heather, purple sage, 
sunflowers, honeysuckle. 
Verbena bonariensis, 
cranesbill geraniums and 
borage. Daisy-like 
blooms with big open 
flowers are often rich in 
nectar, so you can't go 
wrong with michaelmas

daisies, rudbeckias and 
asters. 

Wildflower choices 
might include poppies, 
mallow, ranunculus 
ficaria, salvia pratensis, 
knautia arvensis and 
Lamium purpureum, 
while bulbs such as alli¬ 
ums, crocus, snowdrop, 
grape hyacinth and 
Chionodoxa luciliae will 
all attract bees. 

Plant sweet peas 
alongside climbing 
beans to encourage a 
better crop. The bees 
will be attracted to the 
sweetpea flowers and are 
then more likely to polli¬ 
nate the beans as well. 

Bumblebee species 
differ in the length of 
their tongues, and as a 
result prefer different 
flowers, so it’s important 
to grow a range of dif¬ 
ferent things. 

Avoid elaborate dou¬ 
ble flowered varieties as 
some are bred without 
male and female parts, 
while others have so 
many petals, bees can’t 
reach the nectar and 
pollen to collect it. 

This is the main rea¬ 
son why single dahlias 
are popular with many 
bees, while doubles are 
frequently ignored. 

Design your garden so 
it offers a continuous 
succession of flowers 
providing nectar and 
pollen throughout the 
year, including some 
nectar-rich plants which 


flower early or late, such 
as winter aconites, 
which are a vital early 
source of nectar for bees 
emerging from hiberna¬ 
tion. 

If you want a change 
from a high-maintenance 
lawn, turn a section of it 
into a wildflower mead¬ 
ow, planting spring¬ 
flowering bulbs such as 
the snake's head fritillary 
and wildflowers such as 
the cowslip, ragged 
robin and wood 
anemone. 

You can still create an 
informal path through 
the area with your 
mower. 

If you grow the right 
plants, even in the small¬ 
est space, your garden 
should soon be buzzing 
with activity. 

Best of the bunch - 
Pulsatilla 

These pretty perennial 
alpine plants have fine, 
ferny foliage and large, 
silky flowers in shades 
of white, yellow, pink 
and purple, followed by 
round, fluffy seedheads. 

They are particularly 
good rockery plants, 
forming clumps which 
die down for winter, 
pushing up new crops of 
finely divided, silky 
leaves and buds in 
spring. 

Good enough to eat - 
Oriental mustards 

Give your salads a 
peppery kick by growing 
some easy Oriental mus¬ 


tards such as ‘Red 
Giant’ and ‘Pizzo’. 

Sow seeds thinly in 
drills 10cm apart from 
May to August where 
you want the crops to 
grow and then thin them 
out when they are big 
enough to 15-20cm (6- 
8 in) apart. 

Red mustard (Chinese 
mustard ‘Red Giant’) 
has bronzy-red leaves, 
while mizuna (Japanese 
greens) has glossy, ser¬ 
rated, dark green leaves 
and narrow white stalks, 
looking good in flower 
beds and as edging. 

It’s best to pick the 
leaves young when they 
are pleasantly spicy 
rather than excessively 
hot when they mature. 

Chinese mustard is 
vigorous, adaptable and 
easy to grow in most 
soils. Keep plants water 
and well weeded, protect 
from slugs and snails 
and in the right condi¬ 
tions you should have 
crops within 30 days. 

Three ways to make 
the most of your veg 
plot. 

1. Sow quick-matur¬ 
ing crops such as lettuce 
and radishes little and 
often, so that you have a 
succession of produce 
throughout the season, 
rather than a glut. 

2. Plant fast-growing 
crops like lettuce and 
spinach between slower, 
bigger kinds such as 
Brussels sprouts and

winter cauliflower, so 
that you will have har¬ 
vested the quick-grow¬ 
ing crops by the time 
your slower-growing veg 
need more space. 

3. Re-use the space 
taken by crops sown 
early and harvested by 
midsummer. Early pota¬ 
toes, for instance, are 
ready for harvesting in 
June, so you could then 


plant frost-tender veg 
such as courgettes or 
Erench beans in the same 
spot. 

What to do this week 

Sow fast-maturing and 
late-flowering annuals, 
herbs and vegetables 
including parsnips, early 
carrots and runner 
beans. 

Begin to harden off 
summer bedding plants. 


checking the weather 
forecast regularly and 
protecting the plants with 
horticultural fleece if 
frost is forecast. 

Thin out hardy annual, 
vegetable and other 
seedlings sown outdoors. 

Water and feed newly- 
planted trees and shrubs. 

Prune spring-flower¬ 
ing clematis after flower¬ 
ing.

W ITH the

that animals suffer 
and die when tem¬ 
peratures soar. 

Dogs die very quickly 
in hot cars and they 
should not be left inside 
them, even for short 
periods. 

Other animals suffer, 
too. Rabbits must not be 
left in a hutch in the 
glaring sun or inside a 
sweltering garage or 
shed. They need a cool, 
shady place where the 
air circulates, and where 
they are able to move 
freely. 

A hot rabbit can be 
kept cool by applying 


cold water gently to his 
ears. Should your rabbit 
become listless, or start 
breathing hard through 
an open mouth or go 
limp, get him to a vet 
immediately. 

Rabbits must also be 
checked daily through¬ 
out summer months for 
signs of fly strike. 

Smaller animals, such 
as hamsters, rats and 
gerbils, can be kept cool 
by opening windows and 
closing curtains, using a 
fan (but not pointing it 
directly at them), 
refreshing water and 
providing a frozen water 
bottle, wrapped in a 
towel so that it cannot be 
chewed.

“We understand that 
St Illtyd, who founded 
Llantwit and set up the 
first university in the 
world, was a cousin of 
Arthur, who is believed 
to be a member of the 
ruling dynasty of 
Glamorgan and Gwent 
in those days,” she said.

cised in The GEM a 
couple of months ago, 
we have had a terrific 
amount of interest in this 
from residents. Lots of 
people are keen to get 
involved, which is great. 

“We believe that 
Llantwit could benefit 
hugely from any Arthur 
connection. If you visit 
places like Glastonbury 
and Tintagel, you see 
that there’s a Wge spin 
off for shops, restau¬ 
rants, pubs and hotels. 

“People flock to these 
places, drawn by the lure 
of this mystical king. 


“Arthur resonates 
down the ages with the 
tales of the Knights of 
the Round Table and the 
legend of Camelot. 

“I believe that we 
have a much stronger 
historic claim to Arthur 
than these West Country 
places where the evi¬ 
dence is very flimsy, to 
say the least.” 

Former Mayor 
Russell Downe is anoth¬ 
er who has expressed 
strong views about the 
town’s history and her¬ 
itage. 

He said: “We have 


enough evidence, in my 
view, for claiming that 
Arthur was bom here, as 
there are the mins of a 
palace which date from 
that period. 

Ancient Welsh histo¬ 
ries claimed that Arthur 
was born in Llantwit and 
as Illtyd belonged to the 
same royal family, it 
seems very likely that 
there is a strong connec¬ 
tion. 

“I also understand that 
the historians Alan 
Wilson and Baram 
Blackett, who have 
unearthed so much evi¬ 
dence, believe that 
Camelot was nearby. 

“If we can establish a 


convincing case for this, 
Llantwit would become 
a centre for Arthurian 
scholars, as well as for 
those people who enjoy 
the stories. 

“The romance of King 
Arthur still casts a magic 
spell over people hun¬ 
dreds of years after he 
lived. 

“We all know of 
Excalibur, Camelot and 
the lady of the lake - it’s 
part of Western culture.” 

Mrs Moisan said that 
a meeting would be 
called in July about how 
the scheme was pro¬ 
gressing. 

“This has grown out 
of the e-trails project but 


it is so much bigger 
now. We hope to get 
Visit Wales on board so 
that Llantwit can be 
properly promoted for 
the good of everyone 
living her, including the 
businesses. 

“We could set up an 
Arthur trail, publish 
some information 
leaflets and even have an 
Arthur heritage centre 
which people could visit. 

“There has been a lot 
of enthusiasm about this 
from the local communi¬ 
ty and we want to har¬ 
ness that for the good of 
the whole town,” she 
concluded..

T here are 
just a few 
hours to go 
now before the 
world’s second 
largest sporting 
event kicks off in 
South Africa. 

The managers have 
put their squads together 
and teams have played 
their final warm-up 
friendly matches across 
the world. This will also 
be the first time FIFA has 
staged the event on the 
continent of Africa. 

Now there will be 
those of you reading this 
saying: “Oh, no, a whole 
month of our television 
screens plastered with 
football!” 

To you we say, yes 
that is true, there will be 
wall-to-wall football. 
However, football in 
recent years, due to rule 
changes and the fact that 
it has become far more of 
an entertainment indus¬ 
try, is much more appeal¬ 
ing.

(South Africa v Mexico) 
saying “it would be a 
lovely game.” 

Given all the banter. 
The GEM asked if the 
rivalry, high spirits and 
the influence of alcohol 
could spill over into 
trouble on the streets in 
the Vale.

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Noel Clarke’s ambition 
slightly outstrips his

THILE 
most will 
probably 
know him as 
Mickey, Rose’s 
on/off boyfriend in 
Dr Who, Noel 
Clarke has proven 
to be more than 
just a footnote in 
cult TV history. 

In 2006, Clarke wrote 
the acerbic Kidulthood, 
a film that showed just 
how gritty and troubling 
life on Britain’s streets 
could be, before return¬ 
ing two years later with 
Adulthood, a film 
Clarke also directed as 
well as writing. 

Critically acclaimed, 
Clarke has since made 
low-key turns in the 
likes of Doghouse and 


with far more scope and 
detail than his earlier 
scripts. 

It is a film that takes 
the starting point of the 
lives of these four girls 
and attempts to do

both highly unlikely 
and, sometimes, ever so 
slightly daft. 

The narrative concept 
meanwhile, despite its 
refreshing change of 
pace, doesn’t quite click 
into place; while each of ©7(including one of 
the girls have their own ^ost comedic drink 
segment that intertwines 


just a pretty face in her 
segment, showing both 
a light comedic touch 
and a sense for the dra¬ 
matic, her strand, set in 
New York, both funny 
and also somewhat trag¬ 
ic, and Egerton’s per¬ 
formance plays a big 
part in making it as 
good as it is. 

Emma Roberts (niece 
of Julia, or daughter of 
Eric depending on 
which way you like 
your Roberts’) makes a 
marked improvement 
from her numerous 
teenage film outings to 
something a bit more 
grown-up, and makes 
the switch well.

out of control, with all 
them having to face up 
to some harsh truths as 
things get more difficult 
for them... 

Since making his 
writing debut with 
Kidulthood, Noel Clarke 
has been developing as 
one of the voices of 
urban Britain on film. 

His first two works 
both shone a light on 
the Britain many of us 
glimpse in the papers, 
full of knife crime, drug 
dealing and disenfran¬ 
chised youths and the 
lives they lead either by 
choice or necessity. 

While both films con¬ 
centrated on gritty 
worlds, they were both 
shot through with a 
verve and spark that 
very few filmmakers, 
British or otherwise, are 
producing at present. 

Obviously Clarke 
holds no desire to be the 
poster boy for gritty 
Britain, so his latest 
foray is film that is 
decidedly American in 
influence, yet with a 
unique British flavour; 
it is also a case of ambi¬ 
tion outstripping ability, 
though 4.3.2.1 should 
hardly be criticised for 
that. 

Pulling duty and a 
half, having written and 
co-directed it, the film 
has all the fingerprints 
of Clarke’s work thus 
far - smart dialogue, a 
tendency to be overtly 
‘street’, characters that 
feel real and palpable - 


while the film’s denoue¬ 
ment is a bit of a damp 
squib, the conclusion 
failing to satisfy the 
demands of the build¬ 
up. 

His direction, along 
with Mark Davis, 
matches the script’s 
pacey nature and coats 
both London and New 
York in a stylish sheen 
while catching the dark¬ 
ness of the cities, 
reflecting the mentali¬ 
ties of those living in 
them. 

Once again, Clarke 
and Davis show ambi¬ 
tion in the way they 
shoot the film, with the 
look glossy without 
being too neat, the pair 
doing a good attempt at 
capturing city life in a 
vibrant way. 

They are also clever 
in their use of the split 
narrative, giving each 
segment a style of its 
own that fits together 
superbly well, while the 
visual identity is strong. 

Considering the gene¬ 
sis of 4.3.2.1 was a cri¬ 
tique of Clarke’s sup¬ 
posed inability to write 
women well, he doesn’t 
do a bad job with the 
central foursome, aided 
by some lively and cap¬ 
tivating performances. 

Ophelia Lovibond 
starts things off with a 
strong performance, the 
actress capturing the 
turmoil of a character 
facing massive 
upheavals while only 
just hinting at the dam¬ 


spiking scenes in recent 
memory) to her outward 
attitude concealing a 
need to feel loved by 
her step-father, Warren- 
Markland’s performance 
hits the spot and person¬ 
ifies the swagger and 
attitude Clarke is look¬ 
ing for. 

With some nice 
smaller roles for the 
likes of Clarke himself, 
Sean Pertwee, Ben 
Miller and Mandy 
Patinkin, Clarke has 
certainly shown he can 
pull together a fine cast 
that do a great job, and 
that a little ambition in 
a British filmmaker is a 
wonderful thing to see. 

It is an ambition that 
doesn’t quite manage to 
make it all the way 
through, the film some¬ 
what running out of puff 
before the finale, while 
the frenetic pace allows 
little in the way of 
reflection, the moments 
getting lost amongst the 
fast cuts. 

But in spite of all 
that, Clarke should be 
thoroughly commended 
for thinking outside the 
box and announcing 
himself as a filmmaker 
to watch; 4.3.2.1 may 
be a little lacking, but 
its attempts at trying to 
more than just another 
British movie are more 
than worthy of praise. 

VERDICT - Another 
solid outing from 
writer/co-director Noel 
Clarke, 4.3.2.1 is sassy 
film powered by four 
very good leading ladies 
and a script that goes 
far beyond what you

Paddle steamers recall 
heroic Dunkirk rescue 


THE paddle steam¬ 
ers Waverley and 
Balmoral are taking 
part in the 70th 
anniversary of 
Dunkirk, with spe¬ 
cial sailings until 
June 19. 

Paddle steamers 
played a vital role in 
both World Wars as 
minesweepers and 
Waverley was built to 
replace the original 
Waverley paddle steam¬ 
er, which fought her way 
out of Dunkirk, only to 
be lost in the English 
Channel on her way 
back to Britain. 

The Dunkirk evacua¬ 


tion took place in the 
spring of 1940 from 
May 27 to June 4. On 
May 29, Waverley was 
preparing to leave the 
beaches at La Panne 
with some 600 troops 
aboard. 

The ship was under 
steady attack by German 
aircraft and fought 
valiantly, but with air 
attacks increasing as she 
tried to escape, a near 
miss disabled her rudder 
and she became a sitting 
target. 

She was hit by two 
bombs and began to 
sink. Three hundred 
troops and sailors lost 
their lives. The anniver¬ 


sary was commemorated 
on board Waverley on 
June 8. 

Sailing almost daily 
until June 19, passengers 
can step aboard 
Waverley at Penarth Pier 
for a cruise to the Devon 
seaside town of 
Ilfracombe, or continue 
on to Lundy Island, the 
well-known nature 
reserve.

W ARREN 

GATLAND’s 
candid post¬ 
match summing up said it 
all: ^Tn the opening 25 
minutes, we were clinical, 
accurate and 16-3 up - and 
then we caught some sort 
of disease. I don't know 
what it is...’’ 

The bewildered head 
coach was not the only one 
among the 60,000-strong 
crowd to scratch his head in 
exasperation, after watching 
stop-go Wales spurn a real 
opportunity to record only a 
second victory in 104 years 
over South Africa, at a sun¬ 
bathed Millennium Stadium 
on Saturday. 

In the first quarter, histo¬ 
ry seemed there for the mak¬ 
ing, with Wales for once 
coming out of the starting 
blocks in commendably 
determined style and rocking 
the unfamiliar-looking 
Springbok line-up back on 
their heels. 

The pressure reaped divi¬ 
dends, with a drop goal and 
superb breakaway try by 
James Hook, which was con¬ 
verted by Stephen Jones, 
who also landed two penal¬ 
ties. 

At that point, the world 
champions, minus many of 
their first choice personnel, 
were struggling to establish 
cohesion, and able only to 
muster a single penalty in 
reply. 

At 16-3, Wales had the 
vital early platform they 
needed on which to build a 
morale-boosting win over 
rattled opponents who were 
patently at sixes and sevens. 

Tellingly, while Kiwis, 
Wallabies and Springboks in 
this situation would have 
gone on to ruthlessly ram 
home their advantage, once 
again the Dragon’s fire was 
doused more by their own 
basic shortcomings in both 
set piece and loose, than by 
superior opposition. 

The self-inflicted rot 
inevitably started with the 
all too familiar sight of a 
chronically misfiring Welsh 
lineout, which again began 
to resemble rugby’s frenetic 
version of musical chairs 
(where finding the designat-

ed jumper is a minor miracle 
in itself!). 

It quickly spread to the 
equally-crucial breakdown 
area, with lost possession 
and a string of penalties con¬ 
ceded, as the pendulum 
began to swing against 
Wales. 

Assisted by precise kicking 
out of hand by fly-half Ruan 
Pienaar (who also struck 
three penalties) and an 
impressive try. South Africa 
clawed their way back to go 
into the interval just two 
points behind at 16-14. 

Within two minutes of the 
restart, the visitors went 
ahead with a converted try; 
Stephen Jones reduced 
arrears with a penalty, but 
the so-called makeshift 
Springboks then asserted 
their pedigree with another 
penalty and converted try to 
stretch their lead to 19-31. 

To their credit, Welsh 
heads did not drop and in 
fact they scored an excellent 
try of their own, finished off 
with aplomb in the corner by 
Porthcawl youngster Tom 
Prydie. 

The home team now need¬ 
ing just a converted try to 
secure a draw at least. 

Even though South Africa 
promptly restored their 10- 
point lead with yet another 
penalty, battling Wales still 
refused to throw in the towel 
and their all-out effort was 
rewarded when replacement 
lock Alun Wyn Jones barged 
over for a last-minute try, 
converted by the ever-reli- 


able Stephen Jones. 

It was all too late, howev¬ 
er, with the referee’s whistle 
calling time on an agonising¬ 
ly narrow 34-31 win to South 
Africa, their 22nd in 24 
encounters between the two 
countries. 

At the end, Gatland’s frus¬ 
tration with his charges was 
palpable, for more than any¬ 
one the New Zealander knew 
this was a unique opportuni¬ 
ty lost to gain an edge over 
depleted opponents whom 
Wales will next face in the 
opening round of the Rugby 
World Cup. 

While yet again, Welsh 
effort could not be faulted, 
the reality is that the 
Springboks side they meet 
then will be a much mightier 
force than the thrown- 
together team they failed to 
overcome on Saturday. 

The trenchant after-match 
comments by opposing skip¬ 
per John Smit put the result 
in a sobering context: “7 
thought we were pretty ordi¬ 
nary... but we got what we 
wanted. It’s good to know you 
have these guys to fall back on 
when people are out through 
poor form or injury...” 

Wales, likewise, would 
happily have settled for a 
morale-boosting three-point 
win before setting off for two 
demanding tests in New 
Zealand - but that was not 
to be. 

In truth, though, of far 
more pressing concern to the 
coaches should be the costly 
failings in execution and dis¬ 
cipline, both up front and 
behind, that all too often 
hand the initiative to oppo¬ 
nents and prevent the squad 
fulfilling their primary goal 
- precision and consistency 
from first to last whistle. 

Unless these issues are 
finally resolved, it is difficult 
to see how this undoubtedly 
improving Welsh squad can 
realistically hope to break 
out of rugby’s ‘second divi¬ 
sion’ and into the top five in 
time for the ultimate test - 
next year’s World Cup. 

Meanwhile, more immedi¬ 
ately, the formidable All 
Blacks lie in wait, and they 
will have far more demanding 
questions for Gatland’s men 
to answer.
